“Michigan has been characterized as a 
battleground state, and we anticipate that 
there will be a record turnout of voters at 
this year’s election,” she said. “So, in an 
effort to process yoters with more comfort, 


efficiency, and ease, we have relocated three 


precincts to new polling locations.” | 
According to Rilley, the following 
changes have been made: 

e Precinct 9 is now located in the Ford 
Senior Center (6750 Troy Street). 

e Precincts 27 and 29 have been relocated 
to Eureka Heights Elementary School 
(25125 Eureka Road). 

The last day to register to vote in the 

November 4 General Election is October 


6. Any person who will be at least 18 years 


of age by November 4, 2008, and is regis- 


-tered by the deadline, will be allowed to 


vote in the election. Taylor residents who 
are not certain of their status as a voter, or 
want to verify their precinct number and 
polling location, should contact the City 
Clerk’s office at 734-374-1474. 

Rilley said her office is also reminding 
voters to come to their polling places pre- 
pared with picture identification. Voters can 
satisfy the new picture identification law 
by showing a Michigan driver's license or a 
Michigan personal identification card. 

Voters who do not possess either docu- 


‘ment may show any of the following forms 


of picture identification, as long as they are 

current: 

e a driver's license or personal identifica- 
tion card issued by another state; 

e federal or state government-issued 
photo identification; 


a U.S. Passport; 

e a military identification card with 
photo; 

e a student identification card (om a 
high school or accredited institution of 
higher education) containing a photo; 
or 3 

° a tribal identification card with photo. 

Michigan election law anticipates that 
not all voters will have picture identifica- 
tion. Those who do not bring, or do not 


_ possess, picture identification will be al- 


lowed to vote by signing an affidavit. 

_ As an alternative to voting at the polls, 
people who qualify to vote an absentee bal- 
lot can request an application for one 
through the City Clerk's office. 

“Every effort is being made to ensure 
a smooth voting experience for our elec- 
tors,” said Rilley. “We hope these remind-

HOV Bills Unanimously Pass Committee

I am proud to report that House 
Bills 6414 and 6415 — bills I sponsored 
that would allow the establishment of a 
pilot program to test the use of high- 
occupancy vehicle (HOV) lanes — were 
unanimously reported out of the Com- 
mittee on Transportation. HOV lanes 
would be for the use of vehicles occu- 
pied by more than one person. This 
would provide a solution to help reduce 
traffic congestion by encouraging com- 
muters to use car pools, commuter vans, 
and buses instead of driving alone. 
Other states have used HOV lanes for 
these purposes. 

The Michigan Department of Trans- 
portation (MDOT) has already proposed 
a pilot program that would establish 
Michigan’s first HOV lane along Michi- 
gan Avenue from Wyoming Avenue to 
Detroit's Central Business District. This 
has served as one of the alternate routes 
available to commuters during the clo- 
sure of portions of I-75 due to the 
Ambassador Bridge Gateway Project. 
The HOV lane would be in effect week- 
days from 6 to 9 a.m. inbound and 3 to 
6 p.m. outbound. The HOV lane would 
also be used by the “Gateway Express” 
bus service to/from Downtown Detroit 
that provides pickup at three Downriver 
locations, including the Gibraltar Trade 
Center in Taylor. | 
House Cracks Down on Identity Theft 

Identity theft remains the highest- 
reported consumer fraud complaint re- 
ceived by the Federal Trade Commission 
(FTC). With reported fraud losses at 
more than $1.2 billion, House Bills 5953 
and 5954 address the growing need to 
strengthen laws relating to identity theft. 

House Bill 5953 expands the defi- 
nition of racketeering to include com- 
puter crimes and felonies within the 
Identity Theft Protection Act. Many of 
the computer and Internet racketeering 
crimes include crimes against children, 
which would also allow an appropriate 
tool to charge online sexual predators. 
Because of the financial and emotional 
damage caused by identity theft, the 
penalties had to be revisited to reflect 
an appropriate consequence. 

House Bill 5954 sets forth provi- 
sions regarding seizure forfeiture of prop- 
erty relating to identity theft crimes. The 
bill establishes the authority and a pro- 
cedure for the seizing agency. It also 
allows for a prompt forfeiture proceed- 
ing for any property seized under this 
bill. These provisions are similar to those 
regarding the seizure and forfeiture of 
property relating to crimes involving 
controlled substances. 


State’s Taxpayers Owed $46.4 Million 
in Unclaimed Stimulus Payments 

Approximately 150,000 eligible 
households in Michigan have not filed 
their federal tax returns to receive their 
economic stimulus payments. The IRS 
has stated that unclaimed payments in 
Michigan total $46.4 million. Economic 
stimulus payments range from $300- 
$600 for eligible individuals and $600— 
$1200 for eligible couples. The dead- 
line for filing is October 15, 2008. 

Wayne County heads the list among 
the Michigan counties with unclaimed 
payments, with 43,458 eligible taxpay- 
ers. A recent report indicates that 580 
Romulus and 1,037 Taylor residents eli- 
gible for an economic stimulus check 
have not yet filed. These include indi- 
viduals who normally do not file a tax 
return, including disabled veterans, 
others with disabilities, and low-income 
seniors. 

The IRS Web site, www.irs.gov, 
provides links to several companies 
within its “Free File Alliance” that offer 
free tax preparation and electronic fil- 
ing for those who are filing only to re- 
ceive the stimulus check. 

Contact Preferences Re Former Parents 

An adopted individual's former par- 
ent may indicate his/her contact pref- 
erence with the Central Adoption Reg- 
istry (CAR). Under House Bill 6287, the 


former parent would submit a contract 


preference form providing four options, 
which would specify his/her preference. 
The bill provides specific requirements, 
and the information to be released re- 
garding adoption records. This would be 
filed with the adopted individual's CAR 
record, : 
House Approves Tax Deduction for 
General Contributions to Advance 
Tuition Payment Fund 

The Advance Tuition Payment 
Fund was created by the Michigan Edu- 
cation Trust Act, and holds payments, 
received from purchasers on behalf of 
qualified beneficiaries, in trust. Typically, 
these allow parents to purchase advance 
tuition payment contracts on behalf of 
their children to cover tuition. 

The current Income Tax Act allows 
a taxpayer to take a state income deduc- 
tion for the purchase price of only these 
prepaid tuition contracts. House Bill 
6263 would allow a tax deduction for 
the amount of a charitable contribution 
made to the Advance Tuition Payment 
fund in general, not towards a specific 
contract. For example, this would apply 
to cases where a donor wants to con- 
tribute to a project, such as adopting a 
classroom, or a group of students to help 
pay for their college educations. O 


Basham Calls on Congress To Increase 


Public Transit Funding in Michigan 


The State Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee has voted to approve Senate Resolu- 
tion 200, which calls on Congress to sup- 
port federal funding to expand Amtrak's pas- 
senger rail capacity and number of routes 
in Michigan. The resolution, sponsored by 
Senator Ray Basham (D-Taylor), has bi- 
partisan support, and passed the commit- 
tee hearing unanimously. It now moves to 
the full Senate for consideration. 

“With skyrocketing gasoline prices, 
traffic congestion, and limited public trans- 
portation alternatives, ridership on all of 
Michigan’s Amtrak routes has increased 
50%,” said Basham. “This is the right time 
to support greener, cost-effective transpor- 
tation options for Michigan residents, and 
take advantage of this opportunity for eco- 
nomic growth.” 

Basham’s resolution urges Congress 
and President Bush to support funding for 
expansions to Michigan’s Amtrak system 
after Congress’s recent passage of House 
Resolution 6003, which gives states access 
to a potential $500 million per year (for 
five years) in capital grant money for im- 
provements to passenger rail infrastructures. 

According to Basham, ridership has in- 
creased 47% on all three Michigan Amtrak 
routes in the last six years. The Wolverine 
route, from Pontiac through Detroit to 
Chicago, increased its passenger load 2.5% 
in 2007 alone. The state-supported Blue 
Water route between Port Huron and Chi- 
cago saw increased ridership of 3% in 2007, 
and ridership on the state-supported Pere 
Marquette route between Grand Rapids and 
Chicago increased 2.8%. All three corridors 
experienced sold-out trains in 2007, some 
on a regular basis, which Basham believes 
may have limited their true earning poten- 
tial. Over the first seven months of the 2008 
fiscal year, Pere Marquette ridership is up 
9.8% and Blue Water ridership has in- 
creased 6.5%. Revenues have grown as well, 
from 4.5% to 9.2%. 

With limited routes available, Amtrak 
trains still contributed $500,000 of unan- 
ticipated ticket income to the State of Mich- 
igan. Basham says trends suggest that de- 
mand for passenger rail services will con- 
tinue to increase, and, without the neces- 
sary infrastructure improvements, the state 
will not have the resources to meet demand. 

Senator Basham’s resolution requests 
federal funding for expanding cleaner, 
greener transit in Michigan. A complete

Energy Grants To Boost Efficiency, Assist 
Low-income Residents 

Basham has also announced that the 
Michigan Public Service Commission 
(MPSC) has awarded $1,756,500 in grant 
funding to organizations in his district to 
help low-income residents with rising 
energy costs and to improve energy effi- 
ciency in homes, businesses, and nonprofit 
organizations. 


“Michigan winters can be harsh, and 
these grants will provide much-needed assis- 
tance to low-income residents as the cost 
of heating their homes rises,” said Basham. 
“Additionally, they will help improve energy 
efficiency and promote the use of renewable 
energy sources, which is part of a critical 
long-term plan to lower costs and reduce 
impact on Michigan's environment.” 

Grants awarded Downriver included: 
¢ Downriver Community Conference — 

$600,000 to provide energy assistance 
for low-income households. 

¢ United Way Community Services for 
Southeastern Michigan — $750,000 for 
matching grants to nonprofit facilities 
for energy efficiency upgrades, audits, 
and weatherization education. 

e Wyandotte Municipal Services — 
$356,500 to distribute 100,000 com- 
pact fluorescent lamps (CFLs) to Wyan- 
dotte households through an aggressive 
education/outreach effort and light 
bulb exchange program. This money 
also goes to sponsor a pilot program that 
will encourage the purchase of energy- 
efficient lighting upgrades by Wyan- 
dotte’s commercial business owners. 

e City of Southgate Veterans Memorial 
Library — $50,000 to construct and op- 
erate a solar photovoltaic system to 
power the Southgate Veterans Memorial 
Library to promote the use of renew- 
able energy in southeastern Michigan. 

The MPSC is an agency within the 
Department of Labor and Economic 
Growth that works to grow Michigan's 
economy and enhance its communities’ 
quality of life by assuring safe and reliable 
energy, telecommunications, and transpor- 
tation services at reasonable prices. 
Downriver To Receive Arts Grants 

Basham said he was pleased to-an- 
nounce that the Michigan Council for Arts 
and Cultural Affairs (MCACA) has awarded 
three 2009 Arts and Cultural Grants to the 
Downriver area: $12,000 to the Downriver 
Council for the Arts, $9,000 to the South- 
ern Great Lakes Symphony, and $23,500 
to the City of Wyandotte. 

“Arts and cultural organizations truly 
enrich the quality of life for citizens, while 
at the same time revitalizing communities 
and helping drive our local economies,” said 


Basham. “I would like to thank MCACA 


®for supporting these projects in my area and 


around Michigan, and providing the grants 
to make them possible.” 

The Downriver Council for the Arts 
erant will help upgrade marketing and pro- 
motional materials, including a newsletter. 
The grant to the Southern Great Lakes 
Symphony will fund five subscription con- 
certs, four culinary concertos, a concert in 
Taylor for district students in grades three 
through five, and travel for chamber groups 
to visit 19 schools, Wyandotte will use its 
grant to implement its incubator project 
and install an elevator in the Masonic
